Mr. Hees accepted the CUS 
post after a meeting with Jean 
Bazin, CUS president, in •Mont- 
real.

He callod for a 
sounder dialogue between French 
and English Canadians and an in-

Citing the lack of equality be- 
tween French and English as the 
main problem confronting. Que- 
bec, he pointed out that only three 
of the top thirty-seven men in Ot- 
tawa are French Canadian. 

French-speaking Canadians out- 
side Quebec do not have the same 
rights as the English in Quelrcc, 
he claimed. English Canadians 
fail to understand their French 
compatriots, and many don't even 
bother to try. As a result, he con- 
tinued, the French Canadian does 
not see himself as part of Canada, 
and looks to Quebec as the pro- 
tector of his rights. . 

■Another problem he. discussed 
was the importance of Quebecers 
■ to participate in their own future. 
"Quebec is- trying to achieve in 
five years what the other, prov- 
ihces^did in half a century,!' 
Malcolm noted. "This gives .rise 
to some extreme statements; How- 
ever, if Quebec's aspirations • in 
this field are thwarted,' separat- 
ism may be the answer." 

Malcolm then discussed the 
causes of Quebec's present situ- 
ation, beginning with the' domin- 
ance of the French Canadians by 
the English. He noted; that "les 
Québécois" had always striven to 
protect their language, religion, 
and culture, but in the meantime, 
had failed to prepare their prov- 
ince with a modern education sys- 
tem. Many English Canadians re- 
gard the French as inferior or as 
immigrants.

UGEQ's Future and Ours 

The founding convention of the Union Géné- 
rale des Etudiants du Québec, which ended Sunday, 
raised questions whose Importance transcends the 
limited field of specifically student interests. It clear- 
ly revealed that the student elites of English and 
French Conodo are now living in almost totally 
distinct reality-worlds, marked by a nearly complete 
absence of valuable communication. 

This foci is unlikely to yield to simple or dra- 
matic solutions, and it is not our intention to pro- 
pose any. Bui the fact itself must be taken into con- 
sideration by all of us who are concerned with the 
future of the Canadian experiment. We lend to 
assume that all French Canadians, for better or for 
worse, spend much of their lime thinking about the 
English-speaking half of the country. Even separat- 
ism presumably demands an awareness of Anglo- 
Canada, if only for the purpose of rejecting it. The 
impression received from the recent convention, 
however, was that most of the participants tended 
to define their goals entirely without reference to 
English-speaking elements. 

No one said, like Claude Ryan, that Quebec's 
interests were best served by accepting a Canadian 
solution. No one said, like Maurice Sauvé, that he 
wanted to feel qt home in the other nine provinces. 



Only one of ten candidates for executive positions 
mentioned Canada at all, and one more advised 
the English-speaking people of Québec to co- 
operote with the majority. It seemed as if psycho- 
logical separation had already taken place. 

The other predominant impression of this con- 
vention, related to the first, was the general accept- 
ance of far-reaching social goals for the new organ- 
ization. The phrase "syndicalisme étudiant" was sel- 
dom absent from speeches, reports or the masses 
of printed and otherwise duplicated material which 
filled the Grand Salon of the University of Mont- 
real Student Centre. This expression, which is bor- 
rowed from French and other European student or- 
ganizations, implies the concept of students, as a 
distinct social group having common interests with 
the economically underprivileged. The student is 
defined as a "young intellectual worker". As such 
he has both the right and the duty to exert pressure 
in favour of social change. Robert Tessier, one of 
the vice-presidents elected on Sunday, suggested 
that one of UGEQ's fundamental purposes will be 
to orient student energies in the direction of "social 
revolution", defined as the taking of economic and 
political instruments of power into the hands of 
"the people". 

Also noticeable at the convention was the ex- 
tent of identification with the recently independent 



stales of Asia and Africa. This was shown not only 
in the reference to "the abolition of all forms of 
colonialism, imperialism and discrimination" in the 
UGEQ charter, but by the suggestion that UGEQ 
will attempt to organize the student' groups of the 
"uncommitted" world as a third force analogous 
to the existing communist and western federations. 

This general acceptance of quasi-revolutionary 
rhetoric probably conceals differences of opinion on 
specific issues which will only become obvious as 
the organization begins to function. It symbolizes 
however a situation which is real enough. The dis- 
affection of most Quebec ihïejiëctyals with the in- 
ternal status quo creates an awareness of problems 
which, by their very nature, cannot be shared with, 
or fully understood by, English-speaking Canada. 
In these circumstances a transitional period of psy- 
chological withdrawal becomes inevitable as Que- 
bec concentrates on solving its own problems. Hope- 
fully, when these ore solved, a more self-assured 
French Canada, and a more understanding English 
Canada, can establish a relationship of genuine 
equality. 

On the student level as well, the relationship, 
to the extent that it exists at all, faces a period of 
painful transition. No one who attended the UGEQ 
convention can have much confidence that the Eng- 
lish-speaking universities will be invited to particip- 
ate, at least in the near future. In addition it is 
doubtful if ihey could honestly support all of ils 
stated objectives, at least until their meaning, if 
any, becomes clearer in the light of experience. 

None of Ihis precludes co-operation between 
UGEQ and the English-speaking students of the 
province on specific issues, and the lines of com- 
munication should be kept open so as to make it 
clear thot co-operation will.be offered when the 
occasion so demands. To join the .organization on 
false pretences, as it were, even should we be 
asked to do so, would benefit no one, and might 
hove the effect of contributing to friction between 
the two language groups in the province, particu- 
larly if issues of policy frequently resulted in a split 
on etiinic lines. The best policy is probably the one 
sanctified by so many of our greatest statesmen — 
wait and see.

placement of the National 

Weeks. 

Africa Week was conceived 
of as an event which would pre- 
sent to the student bodyas well 
as the general public aspects' 
of current African social and 
political philosophy in a typi- 
cally African milieu. As repre- 
sentatives of a largely unknown 
and often misunderstood conti- 
nent we regarded this event as 
an integral part of the aims 
and objectives of our Associa, 
tion. 

The ASA was not party to 
the decision: to replace the Na- 
tional Weeks by an Internatio- 
nal Festival. 

Since it was pointed out that 
the multiplicity of National 
Weeks on the -campus led to 
considerable duplication and 
wastage of money, the Associa- 
tion hoped that the Festival 
would be an adequate replace- 
ment Our Student Executive 
Council has made it dear that 
it will not permit- national 
clubs to present programmes on 
campus with a distinctly natio- 
nal point of view as national 
days, even when it is obvious 
that these programmes cover 
-aspects which cannot, by their 
nature, fall within the scope of 
an International Festival, 

The Festival embodies the 
concept of International Co- 
operation, a concept which has 
been largely neglected by the 
National Weeks' programmes of 
previous years. For this reason 
if for no other the Association 
felt a responsibility to partici- 
pate. 

The decision to withdraw has 
been - motivated by the follo- 
wing: 

1. That the Festival docs not 
repbcc Africa Week even 
in its social and cultural 
aspects. 

2. That it carefully avoids 
any participation by. the 
campus at large in its pro- 
gramme except in the elec- 



tion of the International 
Queen, the event least like- 
ly to secure international 

understanding. 

3. That the programme is de. 
void of intellectual con- 
tent. 

4. That (he handling of tlie 
entire progranunc to date, 
demon.slrates tliat Festival 
Co'mmillee is not aware 
that international co-ope- 
ration is l)cst secured by 

• consultation and not by 
decisions handed down 
from above. 

5. 'fhat by participation we 
endorse our painfully un- 
certain future to -which 
this arbitrary decision ex- 
poses us.

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Entrance exams 
may go national 

OTTAWA ( CUP I - Canada's 
unîversîly administralors have 
tentatively agreed to establish 
a council to set and conduct a 
national college entrance ex- 
aminatlon. 

The council would provide a 
Canada-wide examination for 
prospective university students 
which would supplement, and 
perhaps eventually replace, ma- 
triculation examinations set by 
provincial departments ot edu- 
cation. 

Dr. Eric Graham of Royal 
Roads Military School said that 
» national college entrance exam 
would provide a yardstick for 
comparison of the abilities of 
students in any of the ten pro- 
vinces. Tlie council, to be called 
the Canadian Council on Admis- 
sion to College and University, 
would not attempt to impose 
uniform entrance standards on 
Canadian universities and col- 
leges, he said. 

Dr. Graham said there arc se- 
veral problems inherent in the 
matriculation examination sys- 
tem for college entrance. It docs 
not provide an accurate measure 
of university ability and it cau- 
ses difficulty for students who 
apply to universities in other 
provinces. 

Because matriculation results 
arc processed during the sum- 
mer, it is difficult for admission 
officials to thoroughly review 
freshmen applications. Students 
are forced to apply to more than 
one university, he said. 

nic founding of the council 
almo.st escaped the attention of 
the delegates to the National 
Conference of Canadian Univer- 
sities and Colleges (NCCUC). 
Dr. Kdward Sheffield, research 
director of the Canadian Uni- 
versities Foundation (CUF) said 
a report by Dr. Graliam liad been 
submitted to a conference of 
Canadian educators in Winnipeg 
last montli. It was referred to 
provincial ministers of education 
for furtlipr study. 

Approval liy provincial depart- 
nient.s of education is necessary 
before a national college en- 
trance exam can be instituted. 

Tlie NCCUC passed a motion 
from Dr. W.H. Johns, president 
of the University of Alberta, 
calling for the establishment of 
the council within the next year. 
Dr. Johns said tlic situation was 
too urgent to await further study. 

National college entrance ex- 
aminations have been in effect 
in most parts of the United 
States for several years.

Advancing his own solution to 
some of the problems, Malcolm 
called upon English Canadians to 
show a greater understanding of 
their French counterparts. 

He felt that all "Québécois" 
sliould receive the same riglils 
and privileges that English Can- 
adians receive. This should be 
backed up by constitutional gua- 
rantees. There should be greater 
representation of French Cana- 
dians in the federal cabinet and 
both civil services (Quel>cc and 
Ottawa) should stop their dis- 
crimination. 

Calling for national bilingual- 
ism and culturalism where prac- 
tical, he stated that this would 
make French Canadians feel 
more at home outside Quebec nnd 
cause Englisli Canadians to recog- 
nize the French Canadian culture.

Two-Sided Arena Stage 
introduced for The Flies 

Montreal and McGill audiences will have an opportunity 
to test their reactions to the two-sided arena stage on November 
25, 26, 27, and 28, v/hen Jean-Paul Sartre's The Flies will be 
presented in the Union Ballroom. 



In two-sided arena, a type of 
stage new to Montreal, the front 
of the stage has been extended 
into the audience, dividing the 
seats into two distinct halves, or 
"wings", that can be reached 
only by separate entrances. I'hc 
end result is a "runway" stage, 
similar to the salons where cou- 
turier's creations arc shown to 
prospective buyers. 

The multi-level stage will be 
raised above the audience, facing 
it on two sides. The audience, 
seated in chairs within tlie 
roofed-in theatre, will be able 
to see other members of the 
audience sitting opposite them, 
across the narrow stage. The 
actors will be surrounded by 
audience, with entrances and 
exits at cither end of the elon.
